The unfortunate victims are Allco Wll- 


.son. ngf.O. 20 years; 
Charlotte

aged 14 yearn, and Margaret Fay, aged 17 
y.eerH. .nil of whom reside at 1719 Thir- 
teenth street, and are employes of the 
Contra Costa I*aundry Company. 


Although they had a miraculous escape

WILSON'S 
INJURIES. 


The most severely Injured was Alice 


' Wilson, of whom doubts are entertalnud 
as to her recovery. Her right eye wns 
torn from KB rocket, the head, face and 
body were brulxed and lacerated 
In a 


moat painful manner, the shoulder bones 
were broken, and It Is fcare-1 that the 
skull was fractured. 


Charlotte Wilson sustained a number of

FLYING TRAIN. 


The accident was occasioned by the un- 


expected approach of the flying train at 
the moment when the young women wero 
about to cross the track. 
The advance 


of the cs-ra was unknown to the young 
women because of high bankit on either 
.side of the track and because of the 
sharp curve around which the train shot 
with lightning-like rapidity. 


The vehicle was driven by one of the 


girls, but the train was not visible until 
art Instant before the driver attempted to 
pull back the horse which was being 
driven, but Instead of responding to the 
reins, this animal 
dashed 
against 
the 


train, was caught between tho composite 
car and the express car and dragged with 
the over-turned carriage for a distance of 
about 100 feet. 


HORSE KILLED. 


The horse was Instantly killed, 
the 


vehicle was smashed Into kln'lllngr wood, 
and the women wero thrown about with 
violence beside the track. Their wearing

status not enjoyed by the unregistered 
unions. At.the beginning of 1902 th<- 
total membership In the British unlom: 
-was tl,922,780, a gain of 12,156 over the 
previous year. 


One hundred unions have resources, 


mostly cash, aggregating 
$10,809,580, 


•>n increase for the 
year 
12,000,000. 


Since 1899 the assets of these societies; 
have Increased about 55,000,00'). Thes<- 
•wealthy unions have an average of 
$200,000 each in money and property. 
In 
1901 
their 
aggregate 
income 


amounted to 110,310,000 and their total 
•xpendlturcs to $8,280,000. 


The only unions showing a net de- 


icrease are those engaged in the build- 
'ing and metal trades. In the mininp 
and cloth trades the unions appear to 
be gaining In power, but the sharp

'p*tltion has weakened the metal work- 
:«rs. The artisans have had to suffer 
;wlth their employers. 


1 The City Attorney of San Diego nan 
'0Jven an opinion to the effect that the 
law requiring the union label is uncon- 
stitutional, and the question is to bo 
'tested In the courts. He says it is a 
'discrimination In favor of one class or 
'workmen and against another class. HP 
further declares that the law could 
.with equal propriety require all such 
,-work to carry the Masonic emblem or 
the emblem of any other order or so- 
'ciety. Hence, he says, it Is contrarj- 
to the constitutional guarantees giv- 
ing equal rights to all citizens alike.

The Liberal victory In the Parlia- 


mentary borough of Camborne, Corn- 
wall, Is another proof that the glamor 
of the Boer war has faded from Brit- 
ish politics.

It was a poser. If the Tory ministry 


could condone the disloyalty of the Irish 
party, why couldn't a Liberal constitu- 
ency condone a lesser degree of tho 
aame offense In a member of their own 
party? asked the voters of Camborne. 
Why, Indeed! nobody was able to give 
a plausible response, and th*> Cornish 
electors answered it themselves by 
electing Sir Wilfrid.

POINTED PARAGRAPHS. 


The civil war'In San Domingo at- 


tracts renewed attention to the great- 
est eyesore on the western hemisphere. 
Only a short time ag-o the so-called re- 
public of Hayti was In the throes of a 
similar contest, requiring the presence 
of foreign warships to prot.ect citizens 
of other countries who happened to be 
on the island. 


San Domingo is an Island smaller by 


two thousand square mites than Ire- 
land and containing about 1,800,000 In- 
habitants; yet It is divided into two 
separate 
nations 
that 
are 
tra- 


vesties on popular government, 
ancl 


u-hlch are a standing reproach to 
civilization and order. 
The Island 


Is said to be naturally the 
rich- 


est spot of equal area on the fac« of the 
earth. It possesses a climate that is 
the most delightful and salubrious, for 
the latitude, known to man. The soil 
is of unexampled fertility. The forests 
contain the rarest and costliest woods 
ef commere. In the mountains Is a 
great variety of valuable minerals,— 
gold, iron, etc. 


Yet the resources of these matchless 


land are totally undeveloped. 
There 


are no roads of any kind—only trails 
through the forests. The slothful na- 
tives will do nothing themselves nor al- 
low others to do anything. They are 
so devoted to liberty that they will not i 
trust any one from abroad to develop ; 
the resources 
of their 
country, yeti 


their idea of liberty is to live like pigs j 
in idleness, filth, poverty and degrada- 
tion. Only the strong arm of the civ- 
ilized powers prevents them from prac- 
ticing piracy on all 
who 
coma Into 


their waters. These people have r»vo- 
lutlons oftener than we hold elections. 
All their changes of government are 
accomplished by civil war in which the 
usages of civilized nations are disre- 
garded. 
They will not permit com- 


merce 
or 
industry 
to flourish. In 


many cases they are reverting to the 
jungle types of equatorial Africa. Su- 
perstition and bestial Immorality are 
rife. They believe In voudooism and 
witchcraft and occasionally there come 
weird 
stories 
of 
cannibalism 
and 


bloody sacrifices in the interior. Alto- 
gether the conditions existing In San 
Domingo are a disgrace to the Ameri- 
can name. 


The experiment of self government 


has been tried in the Island for a cen- 
tury, and it has not only proved a 
failure, but he is a bold optimist who 
can see any hope for the future. The 
tide of civilization and progress ebbs 
and flows off the shores of the Island 
without making the slightest Impress 
on its Inhabitants. 
Lazy, ignorant, 


half naked and imbued with prejudice 
nncJ superstition they seem unable to 
lift themselves out of the slough ol 
degradation into 
which 
they 
have 


sunk. Sometime the civilized powers 
will find it necessary to clean up this 
plague spot and abate the internation- 
al nuisance that has existed for a hun- 
dred years In the fairest of the West 
Indian Islands.

Town Board meets tonight to hear the 
report of the Street Committee on the 
proposed 
franchise 
across Shattuck 


avenue at Dei-toy street, the lobby will 
be filled with protesting citizens from 
the district affected and from the Cen- 
tral Improvement Club, who are more 
determined than ever that the frart-. 
chise shall not be granted. 


This morning Dr. Biehl, one of the 


foremost movc-rs of the opposition, met 
in conference with Superintendent Kel- 
ley and Assistant Manager Brown of 
the Oakland Transit Company. 


Through 
these 
representatives the 
Transit Company repeated its intention 
of standing back of the Improvement 
Club to the very er.d. 


As A result of the conference H was 
decided that, in ca.se the Board saw 
fit to grant the franchise, to carry the 
matter into the courts and to a.sk for 
an Injunction against the buiMiug of 
the track across the avenue. "With this 
determined stund taken by the citizens, 
backed by a corporation that Is willing 
to spend money to carry its point, 
there seems to be a long legal contro- 
versy between the present plans of the 
Southern Pacific, and the realization 
of those plans. 
The ImproviTnent Club objects to the 
granting of the franchise, which means 
a freight switch across Shattuck ave- 
nue and the 
removal of the freight 


yards from Fast Berkeley 
to 
South 
Berkeley, on the ground that the freight 
yards will depreciate the value of the 
property of that section, and more par- 
ticularly that the cars crossing the ave- 
nue at that point will prove a menace 
to public safety. 
While the Transit Company main- 
tains that the freight cars will inter- 
fere with the electric -trains that are to 
carry passengers between East Berke- 
ley and the ni-w ferry to San Francisco. 


On the ^ther hand the Southern Pa- 


cific Company claims that the proposed 
location is the only suitable one for the 
new freight yards; and the people of 
East Berkeley insist that the freight 
yards be removed from their present lo- 
cation in the heart of town, where they 
are a great source of danger and an 


eye- sore to the business portion of tha 
city. 


On account of the election that is be- 
ing held in Berkeley today, the Street 
Committee may not make Its report. 
But ;o be on the safe side, the citizens 
will be present In a body to offer their 
protest.
